rapidity, it was disclosed today. 
The 
chief objection is the g reat majority of 
the modifications appro ved by Johnson 
provide for a 40 hour week. This c om ­ 
p ares with the 35-hour week for indus­ 
trial workers and 40 hours for office 
w ork ers , proposed by the President. 


“ We have l>een assured by the a d ­ 
ministration that approval of the 40- 
h our week in the blanket codes is no 
criterion for approval of perm an en t 
codes,” said John L. Lewis, president 
of the United Mine Workers of A m e r­ 
ica. “Tile question is bound to come 
to a head soon. Labor can not accept 
the 40-hour week. If we do, ther e will 
be still five to six million unemployed 
with the Recovery Act not fylly func­ 
tioning.” 
T h e entire labor situation t a m e to 
the fore as a result of the refusal of 
steel m agnates to discuss code pro­ 
posals with William Green, president 
of the American Federation of Lalsir 
and the labor advisory representative 
in the steel codes, and renewed labor 
tr oub les in many sections. 


While Johnson minimized the Green 
incident, the Green incident, the Fed­ 
erat ion regarded it as an affront to the 
g o v ern m ent since he 
conferences as a govern m ent re pre ­ 
sentative.
